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Council censures 
Harrison over leaves

Granite City Street Superintendent Clayton 
“Jug” Harrison was officially censured by the City 
Council on Tuesday for his refusal to have his 
department haul away the tree leaves collected in 
the city's leaf collection program. 

The aldermen voted 10-3 with one abstention to 
take the action, which may be the first-ever cen- 
strre of an elected official by the city. 

Last month, Harrison refused to have his work- 
ers haui the leaves collected at the Sanitation 
Department, citing a lack of authority. Workers in 
his department, saying the hauling was their 
responsibility, threatened to:file a union grievance 
if ariyone else hauled the leaves.

althoughshe still said he did-not have the authority 
to do so. 


then overflowing the collection area at the Sanita- 
tion Department, hauled away by workers of the 
Wastewater Treatment Plant. Harrison did not 
attend that meeting. 

Later that week, Harrison changed his mind and 
allowed his workers to haul away the leaves,

responsibility in all situations to act on both the 
specific responsibilities given to the street depart- 
ment and the directions given by the City Council

. Committee investigating fire station manning

The Granite City administration may 
have a better idea on handling under- 
staffed emergency services in the future. 

The Fire; Water and Ambulance Com- 
mittee met Wednesday to compile recom- 
mendations for the city government con- 
cerning staff problems within the three 
Granite City fire stations. - 

On three occasions — in. mid-Decem- 
ber, on Jan. 3 and again Tuesday — the 
West Granite City fire station has been 
temporarily closed for periods said to 
exceed one hour due to lack of manpow- 
er. 


The issue was raised again Tuesday 
night at the City Council meeting by 
Alderman Dan Partney, who said the city 
needs guidelines to enable it to make the 
necessary public safety decisions. 

‘“‘We do not want the citizens to suffer 
harm due to a lack of response time from 
our emergency services,’’ Partney said. 

The closings occurred when the fire 
department was unable to meet the staff 
requirements of the department’s labor 
contract. 

The previous labor contract-noted that 
a_total of 14 emergency service operators 
must man the three fire stations in-the 
district at all times. 

Whenever the: personnel .on duty would 


have dropped below 14, workers were 
placed on overtime, officials said. 

Currently, overtime is being avoided 
due to budget considerations. 

Alderman Craig Tarpoff, a member of 
the Fire, Water and Ambulance Commit- 
tee, said part. of the new contract 
requires a certain amount of staffing per 
piece of fire equipment, still totaling 14. 

“When everybody shows, then it’s no 
problem,’ * said Tarpoff. “But when peo- 
ple don’t show up, there are problems.”’ 

The rtment staffs two shifts with 19 
men a a third with 18. Each fireman 
works 24-hour shifts followed by 48 hours 
off. 

Three firefighters called in sick last 


Friday. But Tarpoff said sick leave is not 
the only problem. 

He said a day off is given to each fire- 
fighter every 28 calendar days because of 
the unique work schedule, to avoid paying 
overtime and exceeding Federal Labor 
Standards Act rules. He said this requires 
there to be two men off each day 

Partney said he realizes there are bud- 
getary problems and constraints on over- 
time, but closing down a fire house or a 
vehicle in service may not be the answer. 

A motion was approved at the council 
meeting Tuesday fasking that the fire 
chief prepare statistical information on 
the operation of the fire department and 
ambulance service.

Madison County’s chief prose- 
cutor calls the county “an island 
of calm" despite-the record 
number of felony charges filed 
in 1991. 

Prosecutors filed 1,769 felonies 
in 1991, compared to 1,310 in 
1990. It was one of the largest 
increases in cases filed in the 
3rd_ Circuit Court. 

“It is a new record,” Madison 
County State's Attorney William 
Haine said of the felonies. ‘‘The 
significant thing is that we didn’t 
have near the murders that 
we've had in past years. 

“We are an island of relative

ency.”’ 


In 1989" Cruse said; “*During 
the ensuing 28 years (since the 
study), this issue has become a 
political football with lots of talk 
and complaining, but no action. 
Meanwhile, streets, curbs, gut- 
ters and sidewalks have steadily 
deteriorated, and the city has 
fought for years the crisis of the 
Nameoki sewer system.”” 

This week Cruse said, ‘‘Noth- 
ing has happened (since 1989) to 
change my mind.”

A new fee schedule effective with the new year boosted 
filing fees to $172 from $58 for civil lawsuits seeking damages 
of at least $15,000. The charge to demand a jury went to $180 
from $50. Other filing fees and court costs were also 
increased. 

The new fee schedule was enacted by the Legislature and 
signed recently by Gov. Jim Edgar. 

Perhaps to’ Some people, those do not seem like huge 
increases. For others, though, we believe the higher fees will 
be prohibitive 

And will there be less demand for a trial by a jury of one’s 
peers now that the cost has soared? We think that is also 
likely. 








‘Natural law’ in nation’s heritage

The Senate Judiciary Committee hearings on the nomination of 
Judge Clarence Thomas as a U.S. Supreme Court justice brought to 
the rface the often neglected existence of “natural law’’ in the 
decisions of our judicial system 

Natural law is no stranger to the development of our country. 
When the Declaration of Independence announced our birth on July 
4, 1776, natural law burst forth in its first and final paragraphs: 

“When, in the course of human events, it becomes necessary for 
one people to dissolve the political bonds which have connected them 
with another, and ‘to assume among the powers of. the earth the 
separate and equal station to which the laws of nature and of 
nature's God entitle them... 

““We hold these truths to be self-evident: That all men are created 
equal; that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalien- 
able rights; that among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness... 

“We, therefore, the representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica, in’ general congress assembled, appealing to the Supreme Judge 
of the World for the rectitude of our intentions...’’ . 

This is ‘natural law” as discussed in the Judge Thomas hearings. 
You can see that the founders of this country based our historic 
Declaration squarely upon natural law. 

Our constitution was not ratified until 12 years later. The colonies 
had been ruled by acts of the British Parliament ‘and English com- 
mon law. The British had no constitution. Common law an to be 
shaped with the Magna Carta in 1215 A.D. and developed during the 
reigns of the English kings who were interrelated with the church, 
which provided infusions of natural law>This-was our heritage. 

Our Constitution does not say that ail men are created equal; that 
statement is in the Declaration of Independence. 

Yet, this slice of natural law made it possible for us to eliminate 
slavery in the 19th century. 

This is how the blending of the acts of Parliament and the common 
law with infusions of the natural law devéloped. 

As British Justice Byles declared, ‘‘Although there are no positive 
words in the statute requiring that ‘the party shall be heard, yet the 
justice of the common law will supply the omisSion of the legisla- 
ture.”’ 

The right of privacy, which came to be embraced as law, does not 
exist in the Constitution. It was read into the common law by our 
Supreme Court. There were other such infusions of natural law into 
our judicial repository. 

They should be welcomed and natural law should not be decried or 
belittled as it was during the confirmation hearings. 

Natural law is at the very root of our American heritage. “

Two senators — Edward Ken- 
nedy, D-Mass., and John Dan- 
forth, R-Mo. — were in the news 
spotlight. They stood by proudly 
as President Bush signed into 
law the Civil Rights Bill of 1991. 
That bill codifies the Supreme 
Court ruling of Griggs vs. Duke 
(no relation to David) Power Co. 

Briefly, the decision had over- 
turned the 1964 Civil Rights Act 
which only affirmed equality of 
opportunity in hiring. 

Under Griggs, the court 
declared that, if the percentage 
of minorities in an employer's 
work force did not match the 
percentage of minorities in the 
appropriate regional population, 
the employer could be held 
guilty of racism and tried before 
a jury. 

To -rectify this, the employer 
could either hire by quota or “by 
merit” and prove in court that 
his practice was a ‘‘business 
necessity.”’ 

A recent Supreme Court deci- 
sion reverted to the old equality

of opportunity. "Hence, the Demo- 
cratic-controlled Congress deter- 
mined, with liberal Republican 
help, to undo the old equality 
notion and return to quotas. 

Bush signed off, insisting it 
was not quotas. But, in reality, 
his own version was a quota bill, 
so there was much ado about 
nothing. 

What riles me is not quotas 
that private businesses have to 
observe, standing trial before 
jurors of their peers, but the 
Sleazy way Congress has evaded 
its own adherence to this law. 

In the past, Congress exempt- 
ed itself from adhering to 
EEOC, OSHA and hiring the 
handicapped and_ disabled 
because of a convenient fiction. 
It maintained that, due to a lofty 
separation-of-powers argument, 
it is exempt. 

None other than those twin pil- 
lars of rectitude, House Speaker 
Foley and Senate Majority Lead- 
er Mitchell, who ordain all oth- 


ers must obey the law, say they 
are above it. Reason: it would 
be unconstitutional for Congress 
to be subservient to regulations 
that stem from the executive 
branch. 

But at bottom it’s a dodge. No 
serious constitutional scholar can 
doubt that adherence to mini- 
mum wage or other regulations 
would inhibit Congressional inde- 
pendence. For proof: James 
Madison in ‘‘Federalist 57.”" 

As a result of public outrage, 
Congress has made for itself a 
“sweetheart deal’ on hiring of 
staff. Instead of being hounded 
by a regulatory agency, as busi- 
ness must, Congress will now set 
up a ruling body of peers. 

Recourse comes from the so- 
called ‘‘ethics’’ committees of 
both houses (we know how tough 
they are). Finally, instead of a 
jury trial, a case can go to the 
D.C. Circuit Court. That’s all. 

The current plan of power and 
privilege is preserv for Con- 
gress by itself. Its hiring practic- 
es are wantonly discriminatory. 

Co-author Danforth employs no 
Asians, American Indians, His- 
panics, Pacific Islanders or 
Alaska natives on his staff, pop- 
ulation segments private employ- 


ers will have to agree to. 

And rather than hire blacks,’ 
Danforth has an abundance of 
white women. And they’re not. 
equally paid at that. ie aver- 
age woman earns $26,434 a year, 
while men make $44,146. 

What of that champion of egal- 
itarianism, Ted Kennedy? Of his, 
total employees, 50 are women, 
35 are men, 60 are white, only 16 
are ‘“‘minorities’’ and he fails to 
distinguish which are African 
Americans. Meaning very few. 
And, yes; women on Kennedy's 
staff earn an average of $30,480, 
men $47,594. 

Because Congress has once 
again evaded its own law, that 
clop-clop-clop you hear in the 
distance is the distant galloping 
of the Man on Horseback, the 
fearful apparition of revolt 
against hypocrisy as practiced 
by our rulers in Washington. 

That’s why our friends in D.C. 
are getting the goat of voters in 
the United States. When this sto- 
ry gets through the media and 
we -learn..about what’s really 


happening in Washington, the 
truth will not caress. It will 
sting.

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Recession is taking its toll 
on manufacturing in Illinois 


The ongoing impact of the 
recession has taken its toll on 
the’ Illinois manufacturing sec: 
ter, according to just-released 
Statistics taken from the 1992 
Harris Illinois Industrial Directo- 
so 

“Our greatest concern is the 
fact that new manufacturers or 
manufacturers that relocated to 
linois within the 12-month peri- 
od between October 1990 and 
October 1991 have dropped,” 
said Robert -A. Harris, president 
of Harris Publishing Company of 
Twinsburg, Ohio. 

“What we're seeing is 2 slow 
but steady erosion in new manu 
facturing levels; 1,670 companies 
opened in 1989, compared to 
1,482 in 1990. This year, the 
decline continued, with only 1,208 
new firms opening. 

‘These figures are offset by 

that have gone out of 

moved-or relocated to 

other states. When these are tak 

en into account, the increase is 
negligible 

“The total number of manu- 
facturing firms in the state rose 
a mere 0.67 percent from 21,624 
in 1990-to 21,769 in 1991.” 

As the leading compiler/pub- 
lisher of-industrial directories 
for mid-America, the Harris 
research’ staff contacts virtually 
99 percent of the manufacturers 
in Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania, ‘Michigan, Missouri, 
Maryland, Kentucky and West 
Virginia 

“By virtue of the fact that our 
information is so comprehen- 
sive,” Harris said, ‘‘we're able 
to track trends as they develo 

“Illinois has taken a hit, But 
then so has much of the nation 
Among all the states we contact, 
only Indiana shows a dramatic 
increase in new business with a 
4.8 percent gain over the previ- 
ous year. Other areas of the 
country aren’t faring nearly as 
well.” 

Fran. Carlsen, editorial quality 
manager for Harris, voiced 
apprehension for Mlinois work- 


ers. 

“In compiling information for 
the 1992 Harris Illinois Industrial 
Directory, we noted that many 
companies experienced a decline 
from last year in the number of 
workers employed-at their facili- 
ties," Carlsen ‘said. 

Statewide, there were 41,078 
fewer employees in 1991 than in 
1990, a 2 percent decline. Most of 
this workforce reduction resulted 
from layoffs, plant closings ard 
moving plants to areas where 
the cost of living and wages are 
lower than they are in Illinois 

“This is not affecting manage- 
ment as much as hourly employ 
ees 

“While we added 11,421 new 
executive names, 10,545 existing 
names were deleted. This is an 
increase of 876 executive names, 
which ‘brings the total count in 
the directory to 61,936."" 

Lester W. Brann Jr., president 
of the Illinois State Chamber of 
Commerce, voiced cautious opti- 
mism about the future. 

‘Although Illinois has not gone 
untouched by these uncertain 
economic times, this state's busi- 
ness community has fared better 
than businesses in many other 
states,” Brann said. 

“And as we have during diffi 
cult economic times in the past, 
Hilinois will see it through these 
current conditions and bounce 


back with greater resilience and 
economic vigor. 

Brann was quick to emphasize 
the reason for his positive view. 

“The Mlineis Chamber, which 
has been successful in holding 
the line en the passage of many 
anti-business legislative propos 
als that have surfaced in the 
past several months — proposals 
that could have had a negative 
impact on business — is commit- 
ted to continuing its work on 
behalf of the Hlinois business 
community 

“As the state's largest busi- 
ness organization, we are firmly
